It is not often that one 


finds individuals outside the 


realm of religion who are 
genuinely, altruistically and 
sincerely interested in mak- 
ing the world a better place. 
What has descended to the 
depths of pathetic tired 
clichés is now rarely trotted 
out, for fear of ridicule. Cer- 
tainly, our cool, cynical and 
suspicious Canadian minds 
(at least, relating to politics) 


* is given to ridicule when 


hearing such words fall from 
the mouths of leaders and 
would-be leaders. But, what 
is Most interesting however, 
from a psychological view- 
point, is how anxious we are 
to listen when we begin to 
believe that we are being told 
the truth. We want to believe. 
because. deep inside each 
and every one of us, there 
lives a better person who 
truly does want to believe 
that to make the world a bet- 
ter place’ is possible. 

Sure, Daryl Kramp is dis- 
pleased with our current fed- 
eral government. He feels 
strongly that the ruling party 
can do better, , due in large 
part of an unprecedented 
split-minority, operate unilat- 


erally and without impunity, 
serving their own best inter- 
ests while promising the Ca- 
nadian citizen the moon. But, 
even though he objects_to 


what he termed, “demo- 


cratic dictatorship”. he is not 
out to throw the baby out 
with the bath-water, as it 
were, but to present a dy- 
namic front of leadership, 
possessing a strong, positive 
vision for future change; one 
that truly represents the 
population which empow- 
ered it. “You can't always 
fire the coach just to save the 
team, but, at some point, they 
make an impact on how the 
team plays”. A meeting, 
scheduled for Thursday, 
November I* will draw to- 
gether a high-profile assem- 
bly of leaders from the PC 
Party and the Alliance Party, 
in an effort to begin a dia- 
logue for exploring the 
strengths and commonality 
of the two parties. “We must 
show that we can change 
from within; that we're 
strong, committed to new 
ideas and that together we 
represent a powerful impe- 
tus for political change.

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not at all costs. He believes 
in voting with your con- 
science, and not being told 
by your party which way 
you will vote. “The govern- 
ment must be accountable 
to the people”, he said. In 
many ways, this area is a mi- 
crocosm of Canada, as it has 
rural and urban; disadvan- 
taged and wealthy; services 
and lack of services. The 
unemployment level is an- 
other issue that he would like 
to address, as well as edu- 
cation. “There is a lack of 
focus in education. Canada 
should be a world-leader in 
technology; we have the 
leaders, the tools, the exper- 
tise, the infrastructure and 
the people skills. “All children 
should be able to afford uni- 
versity”, Kramp states, and 
he is interested in exploring 
ways in which this can be 
supported. Kramp sees that 
the Canadian electorate has 
withdrawn from the electoral 
system because they feel 
powerless to affect real 
change. However, Kramp 
acknowledges that “things 
won't change until people 
get involved”, and therefore 
we need to “provide a vi- 
sion” of what we hope for 
our country. This will, once 
again, draw people into the 
political process and return 
Canada to the position of 
global prominence that it 
once enjoyed. “Why should 
there be homelessness in this 
country?”, Daryl questions. 
“Why is this area at the bot- 
tom of the totem pole for 
funding? I plan to address 
these issues. “We're in a

4-A 
seven laps later. 

The time each skater posts 
is used to rank them in the 
races on the last day of the 
two-day event. It also gives 
them a Can-Am ranking 
which will be used to rank 
them in future series events. 
A good time in Pursuit en- 
sures a higher ranking and a 
chance to compete in a 
faster group. Once the pur- 
suit times for each skater are 
determined they are ranked 
from first to last. 

The skaters are then di- 
vided into groupings of 24 
athletes. These groups Stay 
together throughout the com- 
ing season. As a skater 
moves up in the group he can 
qualify to skate in a group 
one level higher if he finishes 
the event in the top five of 
the group with a time that is 
better than the fifth lowest 
time of the group above him.

“The organic flow of sur- 
face tension in my work of 
ten hints at animal or plant- 
life, but their success lies 
beyond the dllure of mim- 
icry. Zuni tribal philosophy 
suggest that degrees of rela- 
tionship are determined by 
degrees of resemblance. 
From our need to relate to 
the world around us, we de- 
velop our own visual cues 
for meaningfulness and re- 
semblance. In this sense, 
when cues are ambiguous, 
the viewer often makes up 
their own visual narrative.

Doug Robinson, 

Artist Statement, 2001 


Douglas Robinson, 
former Stirling native, now 
spends much of the year in 
an artistic community in 
northern” Italy, called 
Pietrasanta. Incorporated in 
1238, the community was 
once a fortified enclave un- 
der the feudal Florentines. 
Today, it is a vibrant centre 
of creative activity, with 
links to the Renaissance. It 
was here that Michaelangelo 
first came in the early 1500's 
to find marble for the tomb 
of the Medici family. The 
importance of this area has 
not diminished with the pass- 
ing of time, and, today, 
sculptors arrive from all 
points of the globe to expe- 
rience the creative expres- 
sion of their own visions, 
working in hundreds of 
types of granite. travertine 
and marble. It is best de- 
scribed by Doug. 
“Pietrasanta became home 
to generations of stone arti- 
sans and family names, 
proud to be part of this spe- 
cialized trade. It is a place that 
draws artists to come and 
blend their new ideas with 
lasting techniques of the 
past. Foundrymen still leave 
their workplace with clothes 
burnished dark by the pour- 
ing of liquid bronze. 
Moldmakers still don the 
wooden shoes that keep out 
the dampness of plaster and 
clay. Atany moment, a truck 
may pass-by with 50 tonnes 
of marble on board heading 
from the mountains to the sea 
ports, or to the marble-cut- 
ting factories.” z 

Doug has enjoyed consid- 
erable success,-receiving 
commissions from around 
the world for his unique 
sculpture. One particularly 
unique commission was 
from a lady in Koln, Ger- 
many. She had requested a 
baleen whale monument to 
be used as a memorial 
where she, her friends and 
their animals would eventu- 
ally be buried. Doug pains-

takingly crafted the monu- 
ment, it’s fluid lines evoking 
the beautifully-tactile form of 
a great whale, in a metaphor 
of the whale leaving the wa- 
ter for the sky. 

“But, in the end, the 
stone is still there; nature has 
survived our inventions”. 

Doug finds inspiration in 
many European artists, es- 
pecially the work of contem- 
porary Danish sculptors, 
who also experiment with 
layered elements. Doug be- 
lieves that interacting planes 
are a more powerful state- 
ment: how the elements re- 
late to one another creating 
insights, observations and 
debates in the viewer. Doug 
states that the infinite colour 
variations found in marble is 
a fascinating aspect of his 
work as a sculptor, because, 
“it’s colour is dictated by the 
compressed sea-life of mil- 
lions of years ago; things that 
were once alive”. Sculpture 
is a broad term, comments 
Doug. “Stone is such an an- 
cient material, really our ear- 
liest material. You pick up a 
stone, and are immediately 
connected to ancient things. 
The sculptor works with the 
stone, creating something 
new, and thereby presenting 
the stone, the original mate- 
rial, ina new, fresh way. But, 
in the end, the stone is still 
there; nature has survived 
our ‘inventions’”. It’s not 
difficult to see the connec- 
tion between Doug’s art and 
his fascination with anthro- 
pology. “His work is fluid 
and flowing, rarely angular, 
reflecting the voluptuous- 
ness of natural and animal 
forms. There are Arctic and 
West Coast 
influences...there is also a 
nod to Zuni animal stone fet- 
ish. Falling somewhere be- 
tween abstract and represen- 
tational, Robinson’s sculp- 
tures are equally adaptable to 
interior spaces or contempla- 
tive gardens”. (October 
3,2001 Press Release, S. 
Hughes). Douglas has also 
assembled a body of water- 
colour work. “I am drawn 
to watercolour, as I am to 


stone, because you can’t go 
back; you have to go for- 
ward”, referring to the fact 
that neither media is forgiv- 
ing. “You have to change 
what you are doing, in order 
to get where you want to 
be”. With his watercolours, 
which favour the collage. 
Douglas incorporates many 
elements, ideas and materi- 
als. His work ‘plays with the 
viewer’ a little. “You have 
to look up close: if you stand 
back, it disappears”. 
Douglas speaks of the 
ancient olive groves in his 
Italian village of Pietrasanta, 
where he lives part of the 
year, where trees are often 
800-1,000 years old and the 
trunks are gnarled, aesthetic 
forms that grow so slowly, 
that even 75-year-old grove 
tenders cannot notice them 
growing. Many people won- 
der if this stone business 
isn’t bad for one’s health. 
The Italians, happily, have an 
answer for that. At the end 
of the working day, you take 
a fine, full glass of wine (or 
two) and cleanse the mouth 
and the mind from the day’s 
labour.

Medical officer of health addresses bioterrorism fears 


The local medical officer 
of health has welcome news 
for those who fear a terror- 
ist attack close to home. 

“The threat to us in the 
Hastings & Prince Edward 
Counties/Health Unit catch- 
ment area is low,” says Dr. 
Lynn Noseworthy, in a pre- 
pared news release. 

“Given the current situa- 
tion,” said Noseworthy, “it’s 
not surprising that the pub- 
lic is quick to report suspi- 
cious substances. It’s the 
same across the country and 
in other parts of the world.” 

Noseworthy said the 
public health lab in Toronto 
was backlogged testing sub- 
stances submitted from all 
over the province. “No one 
in Canada has been infected 
with anthrax. It is a disease 
which occurs naturally, usu- 
ally in wild and domestic 


dreary list— fever. sneezing, 
headache, sore throat, body 
aches and pains, coughs and 
sniffles, and weakness and 
fatigue. A person is infec- 
tious for three to five days 
after symptoms appear. 

For otherwise healthy 
people who are not elderly. 
flu usually means a miserable 
five to ten days of illness and 
up to six weeks for a full 
recovery. For others, the 
consequences are much 
more serious or even fatal. 
The high risk group includes 
everyone 65 or over. It also 
includes those with: chronic 
heart, lung, or kidney dis- 
ease, diabetes, cancer, blood 
disorders or immune prob- 
lems. People living in a nurs- 
ing home or other chronic 
care institution are also part 
of the high risk group. 

The good news is that” 
there is an effective way to 
reduce the threat of influenza 
this season. For the second 
year, Ontario's universal in- 
fluenza vaccination program 
is in effect. Even if you are 


animals. It has been forty 
years since a case in a hu- 
man was diagnosed in On- 
tario. Anthrax is not conta- 
gious and it is successfully 
treated with antibiotics.” 
But, Noseworthy adds, 
despite the low chances of 
an attack here, plans are in 
place for dealing with terror- 
ism. “At the Health Unit, we 
have an emergency response 
plan,” she says. “It is de- 
signed to meet any abnormal 
threat to the health and safety 
of our community, including 
terrorist activity. Our plan is 
designed to work in concert 
with the emergency plans of 
other health. care agencies 
and municipalities. ” 
Noseworthy said the plan 
has been in place for a long 
time and is updated annually. 
However, in response to the 
events of Sept. 11, the plan 


not in the high risk group, 
having a flu shot will help 
reduce the spread of the ill- 
ness and may save someone 
who is more vulnerable. For 
that reason, vaccination is 
especially important for all 
emergency workers. It is 
also important for health care 
workers, providers and sup- 
port staff in acute, long term 
and home care settings.

“The Hospice concept 
came to this area 10 years 
ago when Rev. Geo. Beals, 


Minister of St. Peter's Pres- 


byterian Church of Madoc 
and Delores McCoy of Ma- 
doc, pulled a group of people 
together from the commu- 
nity to look at starting a hos- 
pice in Centre-Hastings area. 
This idea was born because 
several people from this area 
had called Hospice of Quinte 
in Belleville with interest and 
for details about admission, 
there. After a year of delib- 
eration, the Heart of Hastings 
Hospice became an incorpo- 
rated organization and train- 
ing of volunteers began. 
Doris Bush, an RN on the 
original working board, was 
always interested in the 
“program”, while others 
were interested in helping in 
other ways, e.g. Fund-rais- 
ing, policy, etc. Doris has 
continued to work with the 
volunteers and is presently 
the coordinator of the Vol- 
unteer Program. At the an- 
nual meeting (2001), Dr. 
Cliff Derry, Pat and Jim 
Denison and Doris were rec- 
ognized for having spent 10 
years with the hospice or- 
ganization (All were on the 
original working board). It 
was only in 1998 that the 
board decided to take the 
money allocated to palliative/ 
hospice care for the LTC.

Program. “We are a non- 
profit organization. There is 
no fee to the family for our 
support. First and foremost, 


Hospice wants to be seen as_ 


a community-support serv- 
ice to every person living 
with a life-threatening illness, 
or dying of an illness. Any- 
one can call us to refer an ill 
person; family-member, 
doctor, minister or vis:ting 
nurses- anyone”. Our catch- 
ment area is Madoc, Mar- 
mora, Tweed and Stirling 
and the rural area around 
each of these towns. 


There are many things 
that a person might require, 
when they have just received 
a diagnosis; they may just 
need to talk to someone who 
has been there. Doris notes, 
“The person may be well yet; 
they may just want to know 
their options”. Perhaps they 
may wish to borrow some 
of the materials from the 
lending library of books and 
videos that Hospice offers. 
Hospice works with a net- 
work of caring volunteers, 
who undergo a 35-hour 
training period. “Our volun- 
teers are retired teachers, 
nurses and other individuals 
who want to make a differ- 
ence in someone’s life. Our 
best support is often just 
being there, not talking, not 
working; just holding some- 
one’s hand and listening. 
When we get a call, we try 
to match the client up witha 
volunteer who has similar 
interests or personalities. 
The volunteer will just go in 
an visit, for 2-4 hours per 
week, depending on the situ- 
ation. We try to fill the time 
requested by the client. 
Sometimes the client will ask 
for a daily visit, or perhaps a 
weekly visit. However, we 
like to be involved as early 
on, as possible. This helps 
us build a rapport with the 
client, and they come to trust 
us”. 

Other services that the 
Heart of Hastings Hospice 
offers are the loan of equip- 
ment for home-care (all do- 
nated).

parking, gas money and two 
8-hour overnight nursing 
shifts, to care for the patient, 


while allowing family mem— 


bers to catch up on their rest. 
Our volunteers are trained in 
communication; knowing 
how to comfort and reassure 
someone in need. They also 
learn basic body mechanics 
and simple care, although 
they perform no nursing 
functions, whatsoever. A 
volunteer might go to Bel- 
leville to pick up medication, 
or supplies. Perhaps the cli- 
ent needs to get in touch with 
an RN. Hospice helps with 
networking, putting the cli- 
ent in touch with what they 
require. In Marmora, Bev 
Maloney is the RN to call. 
In Stirling, Nancy Sage is the 
RN. Doris Bush is also part 
of the resource team for pain 
and symptom management. 
Hospice volunteers are also 
available for bereavement 
and follow-up. Hospice’s 
mandate is quite simple, to 
be a support system; a 
friend to people with wor- 
ries. “We've been around for 
nine years, now, but it seems 
that we're just now becom- 
ing known”. It is importani 
that people know that Hos- 
pice receives only a portion 
of their operating costs from 
the Government; the rest 
must be raised by fund-rais- 
ers and public-awareness. 
Some individuals make “in 
memoriam” donations. 
“People give to Hospice be- 
cause they understand that 
100% of every dollar given 
in our area, stays in our area, 
for our people”, Doris ex- 
plains.

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Township backs 
AMO lead in 
infrastructure 
funding strategy 


AMO wants 
gov't to follow 
1/3 formula

Asphodel-Norwood - 
Township Council has un- 
derstandably endorsed a re- 
quest from the Association 
of Municipalities of Ontario 
(AMO) that the “‘straightfor- 
ward” 1/3, 1/3, 1/3 infra- 
structure funding formula be 
used for SuperBuild and 
Canada/Ontario infrastruc- 
ture projects. 

The AMO resolution, 
which won Council’s sup- 
port Monday night, also calls 
for the two senior levels of 
government to expedite its 
infrastructure funding proc- 
ess “in order to provide a 
much needed economic 
stimulus in the face of the 
current economic turmoil.” 

As we reported Oct. 27, 
AMO President Anne 
Mulvale has sent off a 
strongly-worded letter to 
both the provincial and fed- 
eral governments and to 
municipal councils outlining 
the reasons why action 
should be taken on this is- 
sue quickly. 

In Asphodel-Norwood a 
comprehensive and strongly- 
supported proposal to build 
anew community recreation 
complex has been 
broadsided by a SuperBuild 
formula that veers away 
from the expected three-way 
1/3 funding formula. 


Ms. Mulvale calls for a ~ 


“more straightforward and 
predictable 1/3, 1/3, 1/3 for- 
mula rather than the complex 
formula that determines fi- 
nancial capacity which is 
currently being applied to 
COIP/SuperBuild propos- 
als.” 

AMO says that the COIP 
calls for overall funding 
across the province to be 
shared equally amongst the 
three orders of government 
but the amount of funding 
per project is determined 

through an assessment of a

“ture. 


Ms. Mulvale says this 
means that a “municipality 
could get less funding than 
they may have submitted and 
budgeted which could affect 
the municipality’s ability to 
proceed with a project. 

“The equal tripartite shar- 
ing costs worked well in the 
previous Canada-Ontario in- 
frastructure agreements,” 
says Ms. Mulvale, “and will 
serve to expedite the appli- 
cation process.” 

In Asphodel-Norwood’s 
case, the funding formula 
applied to the community 
recreation proposal was 20- 
20-60 which means that lo- 
cally $1.8 million more must 
be raised on top of the $1.25 
million already collected dur- 
ing years of fundraising ef- 
forts. 

AMO also wants the up- 
per levels of government to 
speed-up the application 
process. 

“The program is already 
in place,” Ms. Mulvale 
notes. “If these applications 


were processed expedi- - 


tiously by both governments 
and additional federal finan- 
cial aid was committed to the 
program, a critical economic 
stimulus would take hold 
sooner rather than later.” 

Ms. Mulvale says that 

“setting out an investment 
plan with announced com- 
mitments would go a long 
way to building confidence 
in our (Ontario’s) economy 
— the backbone of the na- 
tion’s economy.” 
AMOis asking municipali- 
ties across the province to 
support its strategy to “kick- 
start infrastructure funding 
in Ontario. 

“We are asking for your 
support in making the mu- 
nicipal sector’s heard,” Ms. 
Mulvale says.

provincial government has 
publicly agreed to a 1/3 fund- 
ing formula for municipal 
infrastructure projects under 
its Ontario Small Town & 
Rural (OSTAR) program. 
Most of these projects tar- 
get much-needed water and 
sewer upgrades. 

The Asphodel-Norwood 
community recreation com- 
dlex project, and proposals 
in neighbouring Trent Hills, 
fall under SuperBuild’s 
Sports Culture and Tourism 
Partnership (SCTP) which is 
also partnering with the fed- 
eral government's infra- 
structure program. 

Ms. Mulvale says the gov- 
ernment has abandoned its 
“financial capacity” formula 
and adopting the “more pre- 
dictable” 1/3 cost sharing 
arrangement for OSTAR 
projects. There has been no 
word from the provincial 
government on the SCTP/ 
COIP funding formula. 

The federal’ government 
has already said it would pro- 
vide equal funding up to one- 
third of eligible costs under 
COIP program through 
which it has committed 
$681 million. 

“I want to clearly state 
that the federal government 
is, and has always been pre- 
pared to provide equal fund- 
ing up to 1/3 of eligible costs 
on all projects supported 
throughout his project,” says 
Federal Secretary of State 
Andy Mitchell. 

AMO says Ontario was 
alone among provinces in 
applying a “means test” for 
infrastructure funding. 

“The 1/3, 1/3, 1/3 cost 
sharing arrangement pro- 
vides municipalities with pre- 
dictability. and ensures that 
there are no surprises that 
leave municipal tax payers 
making wp the shortfall,” 
AMO says. 

AMO says it will “con- 
tinue to push” for similar 
progress on the remaining 
parts of its infrastructure 
strategy including more fund- 
ing from the federal govern- 
ment and fast-tracking the 
approval of proposals that 
are already in the SuperBuild/ 
COIP pipeline.

Canada and Peacekeeping 


During the first half of 
this century, some 1.5 mil- 
lion Canadians were called 
upon to defend peace and 
freedom around the world 
during the First World War, 
the Second World War and 
the Korean War. Over 
110,000 Canadians died. Fol- 
lowing these terrible con- 
flicts, Canada began looking 
for ways to prevent wars. 
Contemporary peacekeeping 
is a natural extension of 
Canada’s longstanding com- 
mitment to the principles of 
peace and freedom. 


Following the Second 
World War, Canada was in- 
volved in military observer 
missions in the late 1940's, 
particularly during the Arab- 
Israeli and the India-Pakistan 
conflicts. From 1950 to 
1953, Canada joined other 
UN nations to resist aggres- 
sion during the Korean War. 
However, it wasn't until 1956 
that the term peacekeeping 
entered the popular vocabu- 
lary, thanks to a Canadian. 

During the Suez Crisis of 
1956, Secretary of State for 
External Affairs Lester B.

Pearson — later Canada’s 14 
Prime Minister — proposed 
that multinational UN peace- 
keeping forces be sent to the 
Suez to separate the warring 
parties. For his visionary 
idea, Mr. Pearson was 
awarded the 1957 Nobel 
Peace Prize. 

Peacekeepers are tradi- 
tionally placed between hos- 
tile forces to supervise 
cease-fires and the with- 
drawal of opposing forces. 
In recent years, the roll of 
peacekeepers has expanded 
to include the delivery of 
humanitarian aid, the super- 
vision of elections, the repa- 
triation of refugees, the dis- 
arming of warring factions 
and the reclamation of shat- 
tered landscapes through'the 
clearing of mines, etc. An- 
other increasingly important 
aspect of peacekeeping is 
‘support for stable govern- 
ment and human rights, in- 
cluding the organization of 
electoral systems, and the 
training of police forces and 
the judiciary. These new 
peacekeeping activities now 
involve many Canadian civil- 
ians, in addition to the Cana- 
dian Armed Forces. 


Canada is one of a hand- 
ful of nations to which the 
United Nations can regularly 
turn to obtain peacekeeping 
advice and expert 
peacekeepers. Canada has 
participated in the over- 
whelming majority of peace- 
keeping operations mandated 


‘by the United Nations Secu- 


rity Council. Tens of thou- 
sands of Canadians have 
served in more than 40 sepa- 
rate peacekeeping missions. 
But Canada’s contribution to 
peacekeeping is not without 
risk: over 100 Canadians 
have died in peacekeeping 
operations and hundreds 
more have been wounded. 
In 1988, the Nobel Peace 
Prize was awarded collec- 
tively to UN peacekeepers in 
recognition of their historic 
efforts to limit violence and 
promote peace. A Canadian 
invented peacekeeping and 
Canada has always been one 
of the world’s most commit- 
ted peacekeeping nations. In 
a small way, every Canadian 
can share in the honour the 
Nobel Prize confers on the 
peacekeepers of the world, 
including Canada's 
peacekeepers.

1914.

day of the eleventh month. 

From 1923 to 1931, Ar- 
mistice Day was held on the 
Monday of the week in 
which November 11 fell. 
Thanksgiving was also cel- 
ebrated on this day. 

In 1931, MP Allan Neil 
introduced a bill to hold Ar- 
mistice Day on a fixed day — 
November 11. During the 
bill’s introduction, it was 
decided the word “Remem- 
brance” would be used in- 
stead of “Armistice”. The bill 
passed and Remembrance 
Day was conducted on No- 
vember 11, 1931. Thanks- 
giving Day was moved to 
October 12 that year. 

The poppy is the symbol 
of Remembrance Day. Rep- 
lica poppies are sold by the 
Royal Canadian Legion to 
raise money for needy vet- 
erans. 


Poppy Facts 


During the Napoleonic 
Wars, the poppy drew atten- 
tion as the mysterious 
flower that bloomed over the 
graves of fallen soldiers. 

In the 20" Century, the 
poppy again was widely no- 
ticed after soils in France 
and Belgium became rich in 
lime from rubble during the 
First World War. The little 
red flowers flourished 
around the graves of the war 
dead as they had 100 years 
earlier. 

In 1915, Guelph, Ontario 
native John McCrae, a doc- 
tor serving with the Canadian 
Forces Artillery, recorded 
this phenomenon in his fa- 
mous poem In Flanders 
Fields. 

Two days before the Ar- 
mistice, Moina Michael, an 
American woman from Ath- 
ens, Georgia, read the

McCrae poem and was in- 
spired to wear a poppy year- 
round in memory of the war 
dead. 

In 1920, Madame E. 
Guerin of France visited the 
United States and happened 
to meet Miss Michael at the 
YMCA at Columbia Univer- 
sity, where the latter was a 
volunteer. Mme. Guerin then 
resolved to sell handmade 
poppies around Armistice 
Day to raise money for poor 
children in the war-torn ar- 
eas of Europe. 

In 1921, Field-Marshall 
Earl Haig, the former Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Brit- 
ish Armies in France and 
Belgium and the principal 
founder of the British Le- 
gion, was sold on Mme. 
Guerin’s fundraising idea and 
approved organization of the 
British Poppy Day Appeal by 
the Legion to raise money for 
poor and disabled veterans. 

The same year, Mme. 
Guerin visited Canada, and 
convinced the Great War 
Veterans Association (pred- 
ecessor to the Royal Cana- 
dian Legion) to similarly 
adopt the poppy as a sym- 
bol of remembrance in aid of 
fundraising. 

Today, the Poppy Cam- 
paign is one of the Royal 
Canadian Legion’s most im- 
portant programs. The 
money. raised from poppy 
sales provides direct assist- 
ance for ex-service people in 
financial distress, as well as 
funding for medical appli- 
ances and research, home 
services, care facilities, and 
numerous other purposes. 


Korean War Facts 


North Korea’s invasion of 
South Korea marked the first 
open act of aggression since 
the establishment of the 


United Nations. 
Over 26,000 Canadians 
served in the Korean War. 
The Royal Canadian Navy 
was the first branch of Cana- 
da’s forces to provide aid to 
the UN Forces in Korea. 
Over 500 Canadians lost 
their lives during the Korean 
War, 378 of whom are bur- 
ied at the United Nations 
Memorial Cemetery at 
Tanggok, a suburb of Pusan. 
Canada made a larger con- 
tribution in proportion to its 
population than most of the 
nations that provided troops 
for the international force. 


Miscellaneous 


Winnie the Pooh dates 
back to the First World War 
when a young soldier from 
Winnipeg adopted a black 
bear cub that traveled with 
him overseas and was later 
left in the care of the Lon- 
don Zoo. It was at the zoo 
that A.A. Milne’s son, 
Christopher Robin, be- 
friended Winnie who inspired 
the popular children’s books. 


John McCrae served as a 
brigade surgeon during the 
First World War. He took 
with him his horse, Bonfire, 
and sent his young nieces and 
nephews letters supposedly 
written by Bonfire and 
signed with a hoof print. |

When the HMCA 
Charlottetown fell victim to 
a U-boat attack during the 
Battle of the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, seaman John Garland 
went below to save the ship's 
Mascot Screech — a dog to 
which he was devoted — and 
perished in the attempt. 


More than 3,000 women 
served as nursing sisters in 
the First World War. They 
were knows as the ‘blue- 
birds’ by the soldiers for 
whom they cared because of 
their blue cotton dresses and 
white veils. Women who 
worked with lumberjacks 
and loggers during the Sec- 
ond World War were called 
‘lumberjills’. 


In 1942, the ferry Cari- 
bou was torpedoed by a U- 
boat in the Cabot Strait, kill- 
ing the only female member 
of the Newfoundland Mer- 
chant Navy, Bride 


Fitzpatrick, and the only Ca- 
nadian Nursing Sister, Agnes 
Wilkie, to die due to direct 
enemy action during the Sec- 
ond World War.

“Living a healthy lifestyle 
includes eating well, being 
active and feeling good about 
yourself. Canada’s Food 
Guide is a good place to start, 
based on the following prin- 
ciples: enjoy a variety of 
foods; eat more vegetables, 
fruits, cereals, breads and 
other grain products, reduce 
the amount of fat you eat, 
limit salt, alcohol and caf- 
feine, and achieve and main- 
tain a healthy body weight by 
enjoying regular physical 
activity and health eating. 

The Food Guide recom- 
mends a daily intake of 5-12 
servings of grain products 
daily (choose whole grain 
and enriched products more 
often; 5-10 servings Of veg- 
etables and fruit — choose 
green and orange vegetables 
and orange fruit more often; 
2-4 servings of milk prod- 
ucts but choose lower-fat 
milk products more often, 
and 2-3 services of meat and 
alternatives but choose 
leaner meats, poultry and 
fish, as well as dried peas, 
beans and lentils more often. 

For “breast health” you 
should have your breasts 
checked regularly. through 
mammography, physical ex- 
amination by a health profes- 
sional and breast self-exami- 
nation (BSE). The Cancer 
Society has a good brochure 
on Breast Self-Examination. 

After you have practiced 
BSE a few times; you will 


learn what is normal for your ~ 


breasts. Change can signal a 


problem. Look-verycare fully

at your breasts in a mirror. 
If you notice any of these 
warning signals, see your 
doctor right away: 

- puckering (dimpling) 
of the skin on your breasts 
or around your nipples; 

- the appearance of 
what is sometimes called 
“orange peel skin” (patches 
that may be discoloured or 
normal in colour, but where 
the pores stand out); 

any place in your 
breasts that feels lumpy like 
a pea, or that is thicker or 
harder than the rest; 

- bleeding from the nip- 
ples or crusting; 

If you experience tender- 
ness or pain in your breasts 
and other discharge from 
your nipples, this is usually 
due to a benign (not cancer) 
condition. However, this 
may indicate breast cancer 
and should be checked by 
your doctor. 

About 50% of all Cana- 
dian women are said to be 
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GIFT IDEAS FOR 


“at higher risk” of develop- 
ing the disease but that 
doesn’t mean that they will 
get it. It means they should 
be extra careful about their 
breast health. 

Women who fall into one 
or more of the following cat- 
egories are at higher risk: are 
over age 50; have already 
had cancer in one breast; 
have a family history of 
breast cancer (especially a 
mother or sister); have never 
had a child or who were 30 
or more years old when their 
first child was born; began 
their periods before age 12 
or who started menopause 
after age 50. 


When breast cancer is dis- 
covered early and treated 
early, the chances for recov- 
ery are good! The cancer 
must be removed. There are 
several different ways to do 
this. Only you and your doc- 
tor can decide which way is 
the best for you.

war, how do 


we remember? asks Gover- 
nor General Adrienne 
Clarkson. 

“Most of us are not com- 
batants or peacekeepers. 
Their war continues long af- 
ter the treaties are signed. it 
darkens their brightest mo- 
ments for the rest of their 
lives -- the trenches of 
Ypres, the crucible of Di- 
eppe, the misery of Korea, 
the violence of Croatia and 
the butchery in Rwanda. 

“The memories of de- 
scribed by the soldier-artist 
of the First World War, Paul 
Nash, are ineradicable: 

The rain drives on, the 
stinking mud becomes evilly 
yellow...the roads and tracks 
covered with inches of slime, 
the black dying trees ooze 
and sweat and the shells 
never cease...It is unspeak- 
able, godless, hopeless. 

“Remembering is always 
inescapable for the families 
and friends of the more than 
100,000 Canadians who 
have died in wars; for the 
families of the 48,000 Cana-

dians who died during the 
months between D-Day and 
V-E Day... 

“Perhaps those of us who 
have no experience of war 
remember best those who “lie 
in Flanders Field” by learn- 
ing their stories. And we en- 
grave their sacrifice on our 
hearts by knowing its deep- 
est meaning -- that their lives 
are the price paid for pour 
freedom. 

“On Nov. 11, we are truly 
grateful to these valiant men 
and women and to their fami- 
lies. And, as we pray for 
peace, we also pray for the 
thousands of Canadian 
Forces members who are 
today serving in dangerous 
circumstances around the 
world.” 

“Freedom, justice and 
equality are the bricks and 
mortar of Canadian society,” 
says Prime Minister Jean 
Chrétien. “They are the keys 
to our great national success 
story.

(NC)-There are few 
things more important to the 
performance and reliability 
of your car than a pre-win- 
ter checkup. Hazardous 
driving is ahead, so why not 
prepare for the challenges of 
snow, ice and salt by using 
this easy five-point, mainte- 
nance check-list: 


Step 1: Let the owner’s 
manual be your guide. It will 
tell you when to change oil 
and filters, which is gener- 
ally recommended every 
three months, or 5,000 
kilometers. Use top-quality 
filters tested to trap most 
impurities. Some oil filters, 
for example, trap 96% of 
foreign particles the first 
time through the engine? 

Step 2: Replace the air 
filter. All summer long your 
engine has coped with air- 
borne impurities and road 
dust. Contaminants may pre- 
vent the computerized sen- 
sors from providing accurate 
readings. This can affect 
performance, fuel economy 
and worse still, can cause 
premature engine wear. The 
best filters are those thc: Jo 
the job without obstructing 
the air. 

Step 3: Check the plugs 


and ignition wires. Make 
sure there is no carbon build- 
up on the plugs and no gap 
erosion. Failure to do this 
can lead to extended grind- 
ing start-ups which can 
quickly drain a battery al- 
ready weakened by cold 
temperatures. 

Clean plugs are important, 
too, because they will re- 
duce polluting emissions and 
give you better fuel 


economy. Gap erosion is - 


another common problem 
but it can be controlled by 
choosing plugs with platinum 


tips. \ 

Step 4: Check the fuel 
injectors. Clogged injectors 
affect performance, make 
your car.sluggish and in- 
crease-fuel consumption. 
Use a fuel injector that works 
immediately. 

Step 5: Make sure your 
antifreeze-coolant is topped 
up and is potent enough to 
protect your engine. Re 
the product label. Most prod- 
ucts call for a 50/50 mix of 
fluid and water but be ad- 
vised that others require a 
70/30 or 60/40 blend.

(NC)—Reliable transpor- 
ation is imperative through- 
yut the winter — for both 
your daily drive to work 
through ice, sleet and snow, 
and for those longer 
getaways to recreation and 
fun. 

The bottom line sugges- 
tion then for the best in reli- 
ability is to give your vehicle 
a thorough check-up before 
the harsh weather begins. 

Start by replacing the air 
and oil filters. Just consider, 
for example, what the air fil- 
ter alone has to contend with: 
the average car draws in ap- 
proximately 14,000 litres of 
air for every litre of gasoline 
it burns. On plowed and 
salted roads a huge amount 
of microscopic dirt and grit 
is tossed into the air. The air 
filter has to capture these 
contaminants before they 
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foul the sensors that control 
your car’s computer. If the 
filter is ineffective, the sen- 


sors can send false readings 
to the computer which will 
adversely affect the overall 


car prepared for 


performance. 

Oil filters are equally im- 
portant because they too, 
have to intercept damaging 
particles before reaching the 
engine. If they are not 
caught, these particles cause 
premature wear-and-tear and 
reduce engine life. Spark 
plugs, fuel injectors, ignition 
wires, pev valves and sen- 
sors should also be examined 
to help with fuel efficiency. 

Simple tune-up plan 

For best results, follow an 
autumn tune-up plan similar 
to the following: 

1. Change the engine oil 
and filter. Manufacturers rec- 
ommend this every three 
months or 5000 km. 

2. Change the air filter. 
Clogged filters can affect the 
engine’s performance, re- 
duce fuel mileage, and cause 
premature engine wear. The 


Tire myths and truths 


I should inflate my tires 
according to the pressure 
on the tire sidewall. 

The tire’s maximum infla- 
tion pressure—not the rec- 
ommended—is molded on 
the sidewall. For normal op- 
eration, follow inflation pres- 
sure recommendations in the 
owner’s manual or on the 
vehicle placard located in the 
glove box or on the door 
post. 

The function of air in a 
tire is to support the weight- 
carrying potential of a vehi- 
cle. Thus, tires are built and 
rated to carry certain load 
capacities, and auto makers 
select those sizes compatible 
with the ride, handling, trac- 
tion, fuel economy and load

If not for the cost, race 
tires would be the ideal 
street tire for high-per- 
formance vehicles. 

Race tires are engineered 
for specific track surfaces 
and race vehicle suspen- 
sions. On a high-perform- 
ance vehicle, race tires would 
wear too quickly, provide an 
uncomfortable ride and de- 
liver poor handling on wet or 
icy roadways. But in many 
cases, the technology used 
at the racetrack is engineered 
into high-performance street 
tires. 


Performance tires wear 
out faster because of the 
sticky compounds. 

Performance tires may 
wear out faster than conven- 
tional family-car tires; how- 
ever, tread rubber polymers 
aren’t the culprits. In fact, 
new polymers and ultra-ten- 
sile steel constructions are 
making performance tires 
last longer than ever.

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Tweed opposes 
super mega dump 


By Brian Dunning 


Tweed - Municipal Coun- 
cil has rejected a proposal to 
create a 5,000-acre mega 
landfill site north east of 
Cooper in the County of 
Hastings. The site, if devel- 
oped, could see solid waste 
trucked into the region from 
across Ontario. The pro- 
posed site is located south of 
the Lingham Lake Road, a 
former railway line and north 
of Highway 7. 

Reeve Doug Mumford 
told the Sun a Quebec firm, 
Prime Partners, first ap- 
proached him a month ago 
with the idea of building a 
mega dump. He said he told 
them at that time there was 
no way he would support 
such a project. However, he 
agreed to take the matter to 
council in closed session. 
Mr. Mumford said although 
he expressed his personal 
objections other council 

/ members initially wanted 
time to consider the proposal 
but later opposed it. Reeve 
Mumford said the firm then 
asked to meet with council 
in closed session, at which 
time they made another 
pitch. Reeve Mumford said 
council was adamant in their 
opposition and told the firm 
there was no way the mu- 
nicipality would support the 
proposal. 

An unnamed spokesper- 
son for the company then 
informed council while 
Prime Partners would like to 
have the municipality’s sup- 
port they didn’t really need 
it, the Reeve said. Mr. 
Mumford qualified that 
statement by saying the other 
two unnamed representa- 
tives at the meeting appeared 
to disagree. Mr. Mumford 
said he informed the firm’s 
representatives that council 
would be going public with 
information on the proposal, 
which they did at their Nov. 
20" session. 

Mr. Mumford explained 
although council opposes the 
project doesn’t mean it will 
not become a reality. He said 
there is a democratic. proc- 
ess in place whereby the firm 
can submit its proposal to 
various levels of government 
and departments. He said 
under the Official Plan the 
area in question is designated

as rural and is considered a 
wetland region. Prime Part- 
ners would have to apply to 
the County for an amendment 
to the official plan to allow 
the area to be used as a land- 
fill site. Mr. Mumford said he 
has already briefed the 
County at a closed session 
about the proposal and 
Tweed’s opposition to it. 

As well, he pointed out, 
given the wetlands in the area 
the Ministry of the Environ- 
ment would be involved, 
probably the Ministry of 
Natural Resources and the 
Ministry of Transportation 
given the high volume of 
truck traffic such an opera- 
tion would generate. Other 
municipalities in the region 
would also be affected by 
truck traffic arid they would 
have to have a say in any fi- 
nal decision as well, he sug- 
gested. If the proposal was 
approved garbage-filled 
trucks could be travelling 
along Highway 7, 37, 62 and 
even the 401 hauling waste 
to the site. This would im- 
pact on the communities of 


Marmora, Madoc, Tweed, 
Kaladar and a host of other 
hamlets. 

The entire process could 
take years before approval 
was given Mr. Mumford 
said but wouldn't say how 
long that might be. 

Mr. Mumford said the 
company indicated to coun- 
cil they have built mega land- 
fill sites around the world 
and that the site east of 
Cooper was the “best site in 
eastern Ontario” for a land- 
fill operation of this magni- 
tude. ae 

The proposed site could 
be operational for 20 to 40 
years and would entail the 
use of “lined cells” in which 
the waste would be dumped. 
Mr. Mumford did not elabo- 
rate on the technology but 
indicated the valleys and hal- 
lows of the area might be 
conducive to such an op- 
eration. 


At press time the Sun 
was unable to contact the 
company involved regard- 
ing their proposal.

The two girls, along with 
their parents, teachers, and 
leaders, have dedicated many 
hours to the completion of the 
silver level of the Challenge, 
having completed their 
bronze level previously. In 
receiving their silver award, 
the girls joined 78 other On- 
tario youth who also were 
recognized at Queen’s Park 
for their achievement. . 

The Duke of Edinburgh's 


Award Young Canadians 
Challenge is an individual 
achievement programme tai- 
lor-made to help young peo- 
ple develop a sense of re- 
sponsibility to themselves 
and to their community: 

In Canada the pro- 
gramme has been operating 
since 1963, with more than 
300,000 young Canadians 
taking the challenge. 

His Royal Highness, The 
Prince Philip, to encourage 
personal development and 
community involvement for 
young people, founded the 
Duke of Edinburgh’s Young 
Canadian Challenge. The 
programme has Bronze, Sil- 
ver, and Gold Awards, and 
is open to all young people 
between the ages of 14 and 
25. Participants achieve the 
award by attaining person- 
ally established goals in the 
areas of community service, 
skills development, physical 
fitness, and expeditions. 

There are three awards 


which may be attempted at 
any time after certain ages 
have been attained. Youth 
my attempt their Bronze 
Challenge after their 14th 
birthday, the Silver after their 
15th birthday, and the Gold 
after their 16th birthday. 
The Bronze Awards are pfe- 
sented by leaders in their 
own community, The Silver 
are presentcd by the Lieuten- 
ant Governor in Queen's 
Park, and the recipients of 
the Gold Challenge Award 
have the honour of having the 
award presented by Prince 
Philip or one of the Royal 
Family who has also com- 
pleted these Challenges. 
Although many youth at- 
tempt all three levels, it isnot 
mandatory to do all three. 
Young people may start on 
their Gold Challenge once 


_they have arrived at their 


16th birthday. The minimum 
time allowed for completion 
of the Bronze Challenge is six 
months; for the Silver it is 


twelve months or a minimum 
of six months if the Bronze 
Challenge has been com- 
oleted. The minimum time 
for the completion of the 
Gold Challenge is 18 months 


or a minimum of one year if 


the Silver Challenge has been 
completed. 

Along with the require- 
ments of community serv- 
ice, expeditions or explora- 
tions, skill development, and 
physical recreation, each 
participant is required to keep 
a record book and a log book 
in which is recorded all the 
time spend on each activity. 
This book is signed by a 
teacher or leader of the 
young person. 

The girls have completed 
albums in which they have 
recorded their activities and 
adventures, and they are in- 
teresting indeed to browse 
through, especially as they 
contain many photographs 
of their expeditions.

Tweed — Computers play 
n integral part in children’s 
ducation. Most children 
uickly pickup on how to 
perate a computer. In fact 
veryone knows the stand- 
ig joke about if you are 
aving a problem running a 
omputer program — ask.a 
hild how to do it. 

Many school children do 
Il or part of their homework 
na home computer. How- 
ver. there are school chil- 
ren who are at a disadvan- 
age. While they work on 
omputers in school, due to 
he financial situation of their 
amily they: have no home 
omputer. To help these 
hildren the CAP Centres in 
he municipality of Tweed 
ave started a “Komputers 


f 


for Kids” program. This free 
program means children 
needing a computer can ac- 
cess a “loaner” from the 
Centres. 

CAP co-ordinator Au- 
brey Johnson; who started 
the program, said Social 
Services initially, identified 
26 families in the Tweed 
area who had no computer. 
He said that since then he 
has discovered there are 52 
low-income families who 
need a computer. 

Mr. Johnson using his 
contacts has managed to 
acquire 70 older computers, 
which were donated by 
companies or individuals. 
These refurbished comput- 
ers have the older Windows 
95 program but all are 
upgradeable. There are also 
some games on them. Mr. 


wet 


Johnson said many of these 
computers, although sull 
functional. were headed for 
the dump as people and com- 
panies bought newer, faster 
models. One firm donated 
55 computers. 

Working with the Minis- 
try of Social Services 
through Ontario Works. 
CAP volunteers will help 
train children on the com- 
puters. As well once a fam- 
ily has been “loaned” a com- 
puter they will follow up to 
ensure it is working prop 
erly. 

Mr. Johnson said the pro- 
gram is limited to low-in- 
come families with children. 
“The priority is for families 
with school aged children.” 
he said. 

Cathy Donnelly, a volun- 
teer at the Tweed CAP Cen- 


tre, co-ordinates the pro~ 


gram. She cheeks which 
families may be eligible fora 
computer then sets up inter 
views for those who may 
need one.

With today’s sophisti- 
cated engines and computer 
systems, most maintenance 
should be left to the profes- 
sionals.

as soon as possible). 

« Check fluid levels, including the engine oil, engine 
coolant, transmission fluid and power steering fluid. 

» Check the engine compartment for cracked or split 
spark plug wires, cracked radiator hoses or loose clamps 
and corrosion around the battery terminals. 

* Check for problems with the brakes or alignment 
(for example, is the vehicle pulling to one side or the other?). 


Dangerous repairs 


(NC}-Many stores sell kits that provide customers with 
all the necessary tools and materials to repair a puncture. 
This is done while the tire is still on the rim and is adver- 
tised as being easy and safe. It’s easy for sure! But it’s not 
necessarily safe. It requires a trained technician to effi- 
ciently repair a damaged tire. These kits can be handy in an 
emergency, but a qualified tire technician should always 
make an in-depth examination to make sure that the. belt is 
not damaged and that the tire is safe. A good inspection 
can only be done when the tire is off the rim. If not, you 
run the risk of\being the victim of a very unpleasant sur- 


prise.
